Benson proposed, beginning in 
1959, to take corn out of the pre­ 
ferred price support and control 
wheat, cotton, rice, peanuts and 
tobacco.

In a world report requested by 
Congress, Benson said his recom­

Three o ther congressmen warned their col­ 
leag ue* what wo uld happen: Jack Demp sey of 
New Mex ico . Ro bert Jo nes of Alabama 
and 
Brady (« entry o f Tex as, all Democrat* 
How­ 
ev er, Co ng ress ignored their advice and decided 
to let each state decide whether to make the 
utilities pay . 


It was a g o lden op p ortunity for comp anies 
like AT&T. which p romp tly unleashed its lobby­ 
ists in the various state legislatures 
Now ihe 
Bureau of Public Roads rep orts that in 38 legis­ 
latures laws have 
been either 
introduced or 
p assed to p ay the utilities
